The conference that is being held at 
Moscow is proof of full confidence in 
London and Washington that the Rus- 
sians can successfully resist the Nazi 
onslaught. The conference is not being 
held to discuss whether aid is to be 
given Russia, but what particular types 
of equipment are most required, in what 
amounts, and by what routes these can 
be delivered to best advantage. 

Both British and United States 
spokesmen have made clear that Russia 
will get the “tools” without stint and 
without delay. These assurances would 
not have been given without conviction, 
based on expert survey of the situation, 
that the Russians have the man-power, 
the skill, and the resolution to hold 
their ground and wear down their ad- 
versary. Without such conviction Bri- 
tain would husband its munitions and 
the United States devote its productive 
efforts to fortifying Britain and itself 
for the furious attacks to be expected 
when the Russians had been beaten. 

Britain sent equipment to Norway 
and lost it, sent equipment to France 
and lost it, sent equipment to Greece 
and lost it. These losses left England 
dangerously under-armed, and the 
United States has had to help make up 
the shortages. Neither of them is at all 
likely to gamble in future by sending 
planes, tanks and guns where there is 
only a hazy chance that these will not 
be lost. They are betting

Nazi army if it is supplied with re- 
placements of machin

This confidence is not wishful only; 
it is the matured judgment of the mili- 
tary men of both untries.
